BASKET BALL. 



We regret that the athletic com- 
mittee 4it‘ the Faculty has seen fit to 
eliminate basket ball for the present 
year on account of there not being 
a jtlace to practice. 

The news of the action came as a 
great surjn’ise and shock to the ma- 
jority of students and there was finite 
a nnnd)er who ventured to criticise 
those who had taken the action, 
whereby one of the sjxirts dearest 
to the hearts of all college students, 
was iincereinoiiionsly and deliberately 
taken away from the biggest institu- 
tion of the State. 

However, after talking with mem- 
bers of the committee, we have been 
convinced that the criticism was un- 
just and that the committee was not 
to hlame. 

The facts are that the gymnasium 
is overcrowded as it is, and the team 
would have no time at all to practice. 
In order to give them time, it would 
be necessary to do away with some- 
thing else and this the committee did 
not feel at liberty to do. 

One of the causes of the over 
crowded condition is the fact that the 
young ladies have efiual access as with 
the male students and occui)y the 
gymnasium at a time when the team 
could practice. 

We believe that the young ladies 
y<»ung ladies have e<iual access with 
others, but, if all had the interest of 
the University at heart, would it not 
be jMissible for a part of the work of 
the girls’ gymnasium cla.sses to be 
dune in the gymnasium at Patterson 
Hall and for the team to try prac- 
ticing at night? 

It has been proposed to floor the 
armory and to use this as a sub- 
gymnasium, but no definite action has 



been taken and it would cost about 
.f-lOO to do this and some time would 
be refiuired. 

So, at present, it looks as li we wiP 
have to cancel our excellent scheduie 
for this season; hut let us see that we 
are provided for next year. 

Let us go after the faculty, the 
trustees, and, if necessary, the Leg- 
islature for a new gymnasium. Thi.s 
is almost absolutely necessary and 
with it the young ladies could have 
a building to themselves and the 
young men one likewise. If this can 
not be done we might get an addition 
to the jtresent building, which will 
suffice for a few years.

Friday, Hon. Charles E. Oak of 
Bangor, a prominent alumnus, ad- 
dressed a mass meeting after chapel, 
at which he said that he was in a 
position where he could assure the 
students, although not positively, that 
the faculty would recede from their 
position, inasmuch as the suspended 
sophomores would be reinstated wdth 
an equitable allowance for lost time 
during good behayior, and that the 
faculty would also make specific defi- 
nition of the tei-m “hazing” ove>- 
which the trouble aj)pears to have 
originated, Air. Oak asked the stu- 
dents to pledge themselves to this 
agreement, also to resume the col- 
lege custom of rising when the pres- 
ident of the university entered chapel, 
a custom which has been dropped re- 
cently. The students, after consider- 
able discussion, voted almost unani- 
mously to accept the j>n*position if 
presented on the terms outlined by 
Mr. Oak. It is generally underst(uid 
that the trustees will take no special 
action, but will leave the matter to 
be settled if possible by the faculty.

Robert Launitz Ixiwe, ’08, a mem-

Lowe, 2"> years old, was born in 
New Brunswick, N. J., and early gave 
promises of a journalist in editing 
the “Red and White,” published by 
the Battin High School, from which 



he graduated with honors. 

Upon graduating he became a mem- 
ber of the Journal staff, remaining a 
vear or more, when he decided to at- 
tain a higher education, and, with that 
end in view, entered the University, 
and after graduating connected him- 
self with the New York Tribune, for 
which he wrote until the time of his 
death.
